men were unable to cope with the

flames and flying embers were carried 
to the business district, where the A. 
,T. Harris Jewelry store a quarter of 
a mile from the scene of the burning 
building was fired. Several residences 
were also fired by embers and, resi- 
dents battled the flames with garden 
hose and buckets of water. 


The burning building wan so hot 


that the U. A- O. warehouse and «ta- 
lion were charred and the paint was 
blistered by the intense heat. 
Tho 


words and books were removed from 
the B. A: O. Ktat ion when it looked for 
a time as if that building might be 
burned also. 


Four streams of water were played 


on the tire by the South Side depart- 
ment and the local firemen. The beat 
was so teriffic that firemen had to bat- 
tle the flames while lying down. 


The grea'est loss to the Spicer Co. 


was in the molds that were destroy- 
ed. It is estimated that a loss of $20.- 
WO was caused by this. About $10,- 
000 of these molds belong to outside 
customers and which had only been 
made the last few days. 


Ralph Horning, general manager of 


the concern who is seriously ill at his 
home in this city, was not told of the 
Ore as it ws»<» feared that the shock 
might prove fatal. 


Fully 2000 people witnessed the fire 


and messasc-s were sent to Tippccanoo 
and Dover notifying the B. & O offi- 
cials to run their south and north- 
bound trains thru this city under slow 
orders. Trenches were dug under the 
railroad tracks and the hose was plac- 
ed in the trenches so a« not to bold 
up traffic on the n. * O.

In the same year, according to the 


census, there were in Illinois 2$,(MS,:!5J:'. 
improved farm acres onl of a tola! 
agricultural acreage of 32,r,22.!).17. Tin- 
average value of an acre of this land, 
aside from buildings, was $!)«. Yet it 
only produced a crop valued at $:!Ti!, 
000,000, or but. $13.25 an acre. 


In other words, the farmer who paid 


$32 for an acre of New York land in 
1910 got. $15 fot iiis crop, while the one 
who paid $M for Illinois land only got 


* I13.2S for his. Someone got. stung.

to use, or rented it on a ?% an aero 
basis. 


The comparatively high yroducUviiy 


of New York farms lias been :uiribut- 
ed to more extensive cultivation in 
that state.That may partly explain the 
difference. 
Uut another reason is that 


owners of Illinois lands were more in- 
terested in boosting values than in 


5s raising crops. Unearned increment 


was coming in fast, so why waste 
jnuscle and gray matter in raising food 
for the people, when wealth «ni iw 
had without work? 


The result is that in agricultural Illi- 


nois the proportion of farms worko;! 
bj tenants has increased, and working 
farmers owning their farms have de- 
creased. And the end is not yd. 
The 


Department of Agriculture reports a 
continuing upward tendency in values. 
That means ;tn increasing toll that the 
worker must pay to monopoly. Thc-so 
increased values are increased national 
liabilities, which, if not cheeked, mu::t 
finally cause national bankruptcy.
